NOT S0_POPULAR 


RECENT DEMONSTRATION IN 
REICHSTAG HAS MATERIALLY 
AFFECTED STANDING 
WITH MASSES 


Berlin, Deo. 46——The question 
whether the popularity of prestige of 
the Crown Prince has suffered as a 
result of his recent demonstration in 
the Reichstag jg still a theme of inter- 
est, if inclusive, speculation. If pub- 
lio opinion, as a whole, has deprecated 
his action, the military and ultra-Na- 
tionalist elements, of course, are in- 
clined to regard it with sympathetic 
approval. The assumption is general, 
however, that, for a time at least, the 
prince will keep out of the public eye, 
and maintain a disoret reserve. 

The incident has evidently awakened 
the public to a new interest in the 
occupations, associations and jnolina- 
tions of-the Kaiser's sons. They are 
all now holding positions which im- 
pose at least nominal duties, and pre- 
sumably provide an outlet for their en- 
ergies. The crown prince nimself, ag 
commander of the first royal hussars, 
with headquarters near Danzig, has a 
military position which the average ar- 
my officers oannot hope to attain until 
well along In middle age. An un- 
friendly nowspaper suggests that ordi- 
narily the command of a regiment af- 
fords quite enough work for one man. 
Prince Eitel Freidrich, the second sen, 
is commander of the first squadron of 
the guard hussars stationed at Pots- 
dam, Prinoe Adalbert, who lately com. 
manded a torpedo-boat, is in the Klel 
Naval Academy, and the Princes Oscar 
and Joachim are In severo ni local regl- 
ments. Prince August Wilhelm, the 
civilian member of tho family, is just 
completing ea course of legal training 
in the Potsdam Courts, According to 
a rumor long current, Prince August is 
ultimately destined to recelvo the post 
of Governor-General of Alsace-Lor- 
raine,

THE SINGLE TAX 
IN WESTERN CANADA 


One of the most remarkable phenomena in economic 
effairs in the dominion of Canada and especially in the west, 
is the recent rapid growth in public favor of the principle of 
the single tax. 

Time was ,and not so long ago, when the advocate of the 
single tax was a marked man, a crank if not a pariah. The 
story of Henry Georye and his struggle to yet before the world| 
his ideas, now accepted almost universally, is one of the 
classics of political economy. The story of Tom Johnson’s 
self-sacrifice, of Pingree’s great fight in Detroit, of Lloyd- 
George’s advocacy of the theory that taxation should be on 
such values as are created by the community are all stories of 
entrancing interest to the student of political economy and the 
fights that have been waged on the hustings and in the legisla- 
tures all over the world to get these principles established con- 
stitute the current history of the growth of an entirely new 
conception of ecénomic justice. = 

But in Canada, for some peculiar and apparently unex- 
plainable reason, there has been almost no struggle locally and 
very litile heard of the great struggle in other lands. Jn the 
west, where the principle of single tax is most readily adopted, 
there has been not even the shadow of a fight, while in the east 
ihere is demonstrated on the part of leading public men, such 
as Whitney, for instance, a most remarkable ignorance of 
what it was all about 

As an evidence of how unostentatiously single tax is 
adopted by Canadian cities, take the case of Vancouver for in- 
stance. There the city council, possibly without any very 
clear conception of what their action amounted to, abolished all 
faxation on improvements and awoke with a start to find their 
cily famous as the first city on the continent to take what was 
accepted by United States economists as a most progressive 
action.

Irish Home 
Will Not Be Challenged 


Rule Bill 


The Causes of the Apparent Sudden Coolness Between the 
Irish National Party and the Government Have 


t Been Signally 


TBy Timothy J. O'Connor.) 

Dublin, Dec, 16.—Allhough its rea- 
sons have been signally misconstrued, 
there Is no doubt that a sudden cool- 
bess has sprung up between the Irish 
Nalionalist party and the government. 
This change in relations does not in- 
volve any immediate loosening of the 
ties which bind Mr, Redmond and his 
supporters to the Ministry, but unless 
it is allayed it must have a profound 
effect not only on the prospects of 
Hfome Rule itself, but even on the for- 
iunes of the government. A crude 
suggestion has been made that a dif- 
Jiculty has arisen in regard to the gen- 
eral features of the scheme for Irish 
self-government which the Cabinet is 
pledged to introduce next year. It ean 
be stated on authority that) this is 
entirely without foundation. 

Time will show that the fortheoming 
Nome Rule Bill, though obviously be- 
set with great diMeculties, will not, on 
the whole, be challenged by the Irish 
party, but what Mr, Redmond and his 
colleagues have taken the strongest 
exception to is the sudden and unore- 
seen complication introduced into the 
Ministerial programme by the promise 
of Manhood Suffrage next year. 

It is recognized that a Reform Bill 
inevitably carries with it an immediate 
dissolution. It is thus likely that the 
ministers may be obliged, by constitu- 
tional precedent, to dissolve Parlia- 
ment, in the event of their electoral 
scheme being adopted, before the Home 
Rule Bill can become Jaw under the 
operations of the Parliament Act. Jt is 
regarded as certain that it will take at 
Ieast three sessions before Home Rule 
ean be forced through parliament, and 
it is also believed that Manhood Suf- 
frage and the consequent redistribu- 
tlon of seats will be made the subject 
of an appeal to the country before the 
House of Lords could be forced to ac- 
cept Irish self-government, 

This prospeet has aroused fear and 
apprehension among the Irish party, 
which will have to be removed if their 
support is to be given henceforth with- 
out reserve to the government in the 
Youse of Commons. In other words, 
Mr. Hedmond will demand either pub- 
Jicly or privately a clear and explicit 
undertaking that no item in the Minis- 
terial programme shall prejudice or de- 
Jay a Home Rule scheme tn this perlia- 
ment, The Irish leader holds that Mr. 
Asquith has committed himself definite- 
ly to the promotion of Home Rule over 
and above all other topies in the life- 
time of this parliament. ‘Should any 
evidence be forthcoming that — thts 
pledge will stand in danger of non- 
fulfilment il is evident that the Trish 
support to the Governinent would be 
{immediately withdrawn. 

No recent statement by any political 
Jeader has given more satisfaction to 
the Irish people than Mr. Bonar Law's 
promise in the House of Commons that 
his party will support the present em-

Suggestions with respect to jmprovod | 
regulatiops governing the sale of real 
estate in cities and towns Jn Alberta are 
embodied in a number of resolutions 
passed last evening at a meeting of the 
real estale section of the board of trade 
acting in accordance with a resolution 
adopted by the reguiar meeting of the 
board of trade last-Tuesday, The reso- 
lutions are as follows: 

That in the opinion of this Ze | 
ing legislation should be enacted which | 
will prevent.

(2} The publishing of plans or of-} 
fering for sale property of which pians | 


(3) The publishing of plans of sub- 

division In connection with which there 
{8 no plan snowing the distance from 
the reeognized centre of the city or 
town, er from the central post office | 
of such city dr town; or which does not 
show the center of the subdivision, 
This is not intended to prevent the 
publishing of a map of the whole city 
or town, 

And further that the legislation make 
it a criminal offence to publish in any 
newspaper, pamphiet or poster, miis- 
leading statements or inferences, in 
connection with the offering for sale of 
any real estate. 

An that it be further recommended 
plans of subdivisions, within two miles 
of the present-limits of any city or town 
bé approved:by the inspector of surveys 
until it has ben approved of by the com- 
missioners or council of the city or 
town near which it {fs situated. 

An that Jt be fdurther recommended 
that these regulations be made appli- 
cable, so far as practicable, to prop- 
erly situated witheut the province of 
Alberta but offered for sale within the 
province,
